You are hereby notified to meet at the Bremer Pond 
Auditorium in said Town of Pittsburg on Tuesday, the tenth 
Gay of March next, at 10:00 of the clock in the forenoon, 
to act upon the following subjects: 


1. 10 bring “in your ballots=tor the electiom co. ene 
Moderator for two years; one Selectman for three 
years; one Road Agent for one year; one Town Clerk 
for three years; one Library Trustee for three years; 
one Trustee of Trust Funds for three years; one Super- 
visor of Checklist for six years; one Overseer of 
Welfare for one year. 


2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of seven thousand five hundred dollars 
($7,500) to be added to the Police Cruiser Capital 
Reserve Fund previously established. (Recommended by 
the Selectmen) 


3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000) to be added 
to the Highway Heavy Equipment Capital Reserve Fund 
previously established. (Recommended by the Selectmen) 


4. To see if the Town will vote to have the Road Agent 
appointed, rather than elected, beginning in the year 
1999. (Recommended by the Selectmen) 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000) to be added 
to the. Fire Truck Capital Reserve Fund previously 
established. (Recommended by the Selectmen) 


6. To see if the Town will vote to build a new fire 
Station at the site voted on last year. (Recommended 
by the Selectmen) 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of fifty-one thousand dollars ($51,000) to add 
to the Fire Station Building Expendable Trust, for the 
construction of a new fire station, to include ambu- 
lance housing. The sum of thirty thousand dollars 
($30,000) is to be transferred from the Ambulance and 
Equipment Capital Reserve Fund, and the sum of twenty- 
one thousand dollars ($21,000) is to be transferred 
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from the Fire Station Capital Reserve Fund created in 
1990, for that purpose. (Said sum includes fund bal- 
ance plus estimated interest to date of withdrawal.) 
In determining the final requirements, budget, and 
specifications of the new fire station, the Firewards, 
as agents to expend and carry out the purposes of the 
Fire Station Building Expendable Trust, shall consult 
with the Selectmen. No such transfers shall occur 
until the Selectmen have determined that monies in or 
available to the Fire Station Building Expendable 
Trust, together with donated labor, materials, and 
pledges committed, are sufficient to complete any such 
Satisfactory final requirements and specifications, 
within budget. (Recommended by the Selectmen) 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $681,460 which represents the operating 
budget . Said sum does not include special articles 
addressed. (Recommended by the Selectmen) 


9. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before this meeting.

FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The year 1997 proposed many challenges for the Fire 
Department. It was a very busy year, with a total of 22 
calls. These calls consisted of structure, chimney, 
vehicle, and wild land fires, and rescue. Your depart- 
ment not only fights fire; it is involved in the Fourth 
of July celebration, the Christmas lighting at the park, 
and many other community activities, in addtion to spon- 
soring a fire prevention program at the elementary school 
during Fire Prevention Week each October. 


August in 1997 was an exceptionally busy month with 
the celebration of 100 years of community service, seven- 
ty-five for the fire department and twenty-five for the 
ambulance service. Over the years, many of your friends 
and family members have served on these organizations to 
make Pittsburg a better place in which to live. 


The annual auction and fund raisers were held to 
continue raising money for the building fund. Site 
preparation was done during the year and construction of 
the emergency facility will hopefully begin in the summer 
of 1998. 


In January of 1997, Chief Carl Carlson, a 30-year 
veteran of the fire department, retired. Leslie Lord, a 


member with 29 years of service, was elected Chief. As 
you all know, we lost Leslie when he was killed in the 
line of duty as a full-time state trooper. The knowl- 


edge, expertise, and leadership of these two men will be 
greatly missed. On behalf of the citizens of Pittsburg, 
we would like to thank you and your families for the time 
and dedication you gave to our fire department.

POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


In 1997 the Pittsburg Police investigated a total of 
131 accidents. This total includes one fatal OHRV acci- 
dent. There were 69 collisions with moose and deer. 
This number appears to increase each year. As a result, 
it becomes increasingly important that you drive with 
caution in areas where people may be feeding deer or near 
natural salt licks where the moose hang out. Because of 
people feeding the deer, the deer are now found closer 
to the highways and at places where you would normally 
not have to be concerned. There is a large population of 
deer now wintering along Route 3. Please drive with care 
near these areas. 


Besides investigating these accidents, we handled 137 
court cases for various motor vehicle and OHRV viola- 
tions. The department investigated 67 criminal cases. 
Again the juvenile cases were down and that is a credit 
to our parents and teachers, and the youth themselves. 
We handled 10 animal complaints. Most of these were dogs 
running at large. I urge each dog owner to please see 
that they license their dogs and that they attach the 
license to a collar to help identify the dog if it be- 
comes lost or leaves your property. Pittsburg does have 
a leash law and it will continue to be enforced. We are 
not out of the woods with rabies and I would like to 
remind you that besides dogs getting rabies shots, all 
cats must also have them. We will hold a rabies clinic 
in the spring to allow each of you easy access to a 
veterinarian. 


The department experienced some personnel changes in 
1997. Officers Jules Kennett and Bob Ward have left the 
force and Officer Rick Dube successfully completed the 
part-time officers school and I hope you will join me in 
welcoming him onto the force. As the requirements placed 
onto the departments keep becoming ever more demanding, 
it becomes more difficult to find anyone who has time or 
is willing to become a certified officer. These part- 
time officers are so important to small departments. 


In closing I would like to thank the Selectmen for 
their continued support and I would especially like to 
thank the various state, local and federal agencies that 
assisted our department in 1997. Without your support, 
what was a difficult year would have been even more 
difficult. To my part-time officers I want to thank you 
for a job well done and I want each of you to know that 
you are appreciated. 
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I cannot close without mentioning the tragic and per- 
sonal loss of those "four heroes" that we all experienced 
on August 19,1997. Each of these people was special and 
dear to the hearts of all who knew them. I especially 
Owe my career in law enforcement to Les, who broke me in 
more than 22 years ago. Les taught me that respect for 
your fellow human being would make the job a lot’ easier. 
If Les was going to see you in five minutes or five days, 
he never said "goodbye", he would always say "See you in 
a while". Therefore I dedicate this report to his memory 
and I hope that someday I will see him "in a while".
